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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 08/22/2003, with respect to claims 
1-1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 05/22/2003 has 
been withdrawn. Submitted English translation of the priority documents overcomes the 
cited prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 and 24-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose an active matrix liquid crystal 
display panel compcising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A passivation layer covering side surfaces and a top surface of the a-Si 
layer and having openings (emphasis on plurality) 

(b) Source and drain electrodes contacting the a-Si layer through the 
respective openings of the passivation layer. 

(c) Source electrode contacting the transparent conductive film of the pixel 
electrode through one of the openings in the passivation layer. 

Other prior art teachings by Endo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,016,174), 
Shimada et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,128,060) and Hasegawa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,335,717) teach only one opening in the passivation layer and does not disclose 
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the contacting of the source electrode with the pixel electrode through the 
opening of the passivation layer.
